Pairiuy for llong Kong 
with a general cargo. 
“ Nothing of ¡my account happened 
until the mghl of the disaster, when we 
wi re within eight miles of our « festina- 
t ion. 
“ At 8 o'clock that evening the barom ­ 
eter w ent down rapidly and we m ade 
ready by reducing sail to meet the tor­ 
nado.
